FORAKER VISITS OHIO 


And Takes a Few Tosses at the Political PIES is 


Senator Marcus Ae Kaaaa's Alley. 


Columbus, April 2—The chief topic 


of interest in political circles last 
week, was the visit of Senator For- 
aker to Columbus, and it will be a 
long time before, t-bf- clouds which his 
advent brought with it have rolled 
away. The senator declared that he 
was here "on legal business only," 
•but it is a sure thing that the real oc- 
casion of the visit was regarded as 
»ot only illegal bat sacrilegious by 
tlu> Hanaa people. It is significant 
that during the first evening of his 
stay. Senator Poraker 
disposed of 


snob side issues as taxation, redis- 
trif-ting and other legislative subjects 
and thnn immediately buckled down 
to the true object of his mission.. He 
dismissed Governor Nash

other Hanna. men who called on him 
to induce him to pull their legislative 
chestnuts out. of the fire with a few 
noncommittal expressions the first 
night; but after that Ire gnve all the 
attention demanded of him to Charles 
L,.

It is understood very well and pri- 


vately admitted by Senator Hanna's 
followers that Foraker on this visit 
ga.vu definite form to the effort to de- 
feat Hanna for re-election two years 
hence. The Hanna people, except for 
publication, do not conceal their anx- 
iety to re-opeti the factional flght 
asrain, with the T.'nited States "senator- 
ship as the prize, before the Foraker- 
Ites have had a chance to secretly per- 
fect their organization against them.
